S.O. 664(E).—In pursuance of clause (a) of sub-section (3) of section 6 of the 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tnbes Orders (Atnendment) Act, 1976, the 
Election (Ilommisslon hereby publishes its proposals to amend the Delimitation of 
Parliamentary and Assembly Constituencies Order, 1976 (without altering the 
extent of any constituency as given in such Order) on the basis of the revised 
population figures for Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes notified bv the 
■Registrar General of India in an extraordinary issue of the Gazette of India, Part- 
I Section I dated the 20th August, 1977, under sub-section (3) of section 5 of the 
said Act 

The Commission specifies 11th October, 1977, as the date on or after which its 
proposals will be further considered by it 

Any objections or suggestions in regard to these proposals should reach the 
Secretary, Election Commission of India, Nlrvachan Sadan, Ashok Road, New 
Delhi-1, (Pin-110001), before the said date
